Today we can 
buy the dwarf strains which grow 
only 8 inches tall, or the large flow- 
ering types which reach over 36 
inches 

Snapdragons are slow to germinate, 
and one must be careful in sowing 
them to mark out their location, so 
they will not be disturbed. At first 
they give little indication of the size 
they will eventually attain, but in 
the last stages of growth they will 
perk up with amazing speed. 

They like rich soil and liberal 
moisture as well as the full sun. 
Many of the tall types might well be 
staked when they rise over 18 inches. 

Beautiful effects are produced by 
growing the giant sorts, pinching out 
the tops when they are about 6 or 
8 inches tall, staking them firmly, 
whereupon they branch freely and 
make a bush 2 feet through, and 
about the same height covered with 
spikes of blooni. The spikes are not 
of the length or size that would be 
produced if the plant were allowed 
to grow naturally and devote its 
strength to the one long spike of 
giant flower such as the florists grow. 

The snaps have a wide range of 
light colors, with the pinks favorites 
and the yellows and flame colored 
ones next in demand. To get them 
in bloom earlier, they might well be 
started indoors or in the cold frame, 
although this is not at all necessary.

Diphtheria prevention is effective. 
Wherever a city has conducted an in- 
tensive campaign to have children 
protected against diphtheria, the re- 
sults have been excellent. The city 
of Yorkers, N. Y., in 1927 had 438 
cases of diphtheria and 23 deaths. 
Then a yearly Diphtheria Prevention 
Campaign was undertaken. In 1930 
there were 20 cases of diphtheria and 
1 death. In New York City, the 1930 
campaign resulted in 4,458 fewer cases 
and 305 fewer deaths than the aver 
age for the six previous years. Phila 
delphia had 3,887 cases in 1925; in 
1934 there were only 206 cases with 
only 22 deaths. In the 5 years, 1925- 
1929, Lower Morion Township had 
141 cases with 6 deaths; in the 
years, 1930-1934, there were 50 cases 
with 2 deaths. In 1935 there were 
only 8 cases and no deaths. Yet the. 
population of Lower Morion Town- 
ship has steadily increased, through 
these years. 

All these splendid results were ob- 
tained by immunizing only part of 
the children. If every child were giv-

TRAVELLING ON THE 

SCHUYLKILL 

The Schuylkill River was a natural course for trav- 
ellers of an earlier day to follow, to and from Phila- 
delphia. A waterway built by nature, it was millions 
of years under construction. Its path between steep 
hills and rocky gorges has been carved out by the 
action of the water.

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Record Non-Fiction Demand 

Continues at Boro Library 



The Narbcrth Community Library 
once again has broken all its pre- 
vious records in the circulation of 
adult non-fiction books. This record 
breaking began in September, with a 
monthly circulation of 800 non-fiction. 
October's record was 848, and Novem- 
ber, 000. March has brought a new- 
record of 911, and the daily average 
for April so far has equaled that of 
March. 

The library's Administration Com- 
mittee, whose duty it is, with the libra- 
rian, to select new adult books, have 
kept this present trend of the reading 
public in mind. Forty-six per cent of 
the books purchased since September 
have been non-fiction. 

One of the most popular books of 
the year was Mrs. Lindbergh's "North 
to the Orient"; another, Stefan 
Zweig's "Mary, Queen of Scotland." 
At the present time Negley Farson's 
"Way of a Transgressor" holds first 
place among non-fiction books. 

Approximately two-thirds of the 
annual allotment for children's books 
was spent for this type of reading ma- 
terial. For, according to the 1935 
circulation figures, the youngest read- 
ers, too, are finding biographies and 
travel books of interest. Poetry col- 
lections especially have been hard to 
find "in." Sonic of this fondness for 
poetry can be attributed to school as- 
signments, but there are a number who 
find verse attractive for pleasure read- 
ing. Plays and handicraft books are 
also in demand.

Court Allows Merger Case 

Costs, But Denies Expenses 

President Harold G. Knight, of the 
Montgomery County Court, has ap- 
proved court costs in connection with 
the hearing on the Narberth case in 
January, but denied all expenses in 
curred by the Narberth Home Rule 
Committee incurred in fighting the 
merger proposal. 

The total bill of costs and expenses 
incident to the original hearing, pre- 
sented by Roland Fleer, of Woodside 
avenue, Narberth, counsel for the 
Home Rule group, amounted to 
$1,076.96. 

Costs approved by the court, esti- 
mated at $200, included witness fees, 
mileage for witnesses, subpoenas and 
the cost of serving them. 

Other expenses of the Home Rule 
Committee which were not allowed in- 
cluded mimeographing, printing, post- 
age and advertising. 

The merger petition, seeking the 
annulment of the Narberth Borough 
Charter and its return to Lower Mer- 
ion Township, was withdrawn by 
Franklin L. Wright, attorney for the 
petitioners, when it was brought out 
at the hearing that the petition con- 
tained forged and fraudulent names.
